Carlisle it was suggested to bim that 
there was a lack of precise information 
touching the amount of silver mined up 
to the present time, and also us U> the 
maimer in which the present operations 
Of the Treasury under the so-called Sher- 
man act r. suit in the payment of gold in 
the purchase of bullion. In reply to these 
suifgestions Secretary Carlise said: 

"The operations of the United States 
Mint commenced in I70L\ anil from that 
time to 187IJ, a period of eighty-one years 
the total amount of nilv.-r dollars coined 
was 8,045,838. [a 1873 the coinage was 
Itopped b> ad of Congress, but in 1S7S it 
vias refUlned under the so-called liland- 
Allison act, by the terms of wliich the 
Secretary of the Treasury was directed to 
purchase and coin into standard silvei 
dollars of 4IJ 1-1' grains each, not lew 
than $L,000,OOn worth, nor more than tri,- 
000,000 worth of silver bullion each 
month, and between the date of that act 
and tbe 14th day of July, lW'.tO, a period 
of twelve years, there was coined $1178,- 
165,708. In addition to this there baa 
been coined from trade dollars $5,07.S,47l' 



that he should continue tbe coinage of 
silver dollars at the rate of $2,<HX),(HMl per 
month until tbe 1st day of July, 1801; 
and under this act there has been coined 
|SU,408,46T, which makes the total coin- 
age of silver dollars under all a<ts eince 
lS7S$41ft,L'tH,S:!.-), or more than fifty times 
as much as was coined during a previous 
period of eighty one yeara.

•».):>, fine ounces of silver bullion, which 
east the people of the United States$114- 
196,920, and is worth today at the mar- 
ket price of silver 1103,411,386, thus 
showing aloes of $10,888,f>:!4. By the 
terms ,.f the act the Secretary was requir- 
ed to pay for all Bilver bullion purchased 
by the issue of new United States Treas- 
ury notes payable in coin, anil it provid- 
ed that upon demand of the holder of any 
such notes they should be redeemed in 
gold or silver coin, at tbe discretion of the 
Secretary, it being,' in the language of 
tbe act, 'the established policy of the 
I lilted States to maintain the two metals 
on a parity with each other upon the 
present legal ratio, or such ratio as may 
be provided by law.' 

"In the execution of this declared pol- 
icy of Congress, it is th<» duty of the Sec- 
retary of the Tseasury, when the necess- 
ity arises, to exercise all the powers con- 
ferred upon him by law in order to keep 
the Government in a conditionti, redeem 
iU obligations in such coin as may he de- 
manded, and to prevent the depreciation 
ol either as compared with the other. 
The records of the Treasury Department 
show that during the thirteen month* 
beginning May I, 1801', and ending May 
g), IH1KI, the coin Treasury notes issued 
ioi the purchase of silver bullion under 
the act of July 14. 1800, amounted to £40,- 
001,184, and that luring the same period 
the amount of such notes paid in gold

lowering to the valu I of all grain, 
cellent wheat tagged with smut can 
scarcely lai sold at any price. Abroad, 
where American wheat once had such a 
fil e reputation, it is now looked on with 
suspicion. The men whu buy wheat in 
carloads and shiploads ure not to be 
tooled nay more, und farmers must see 
to it that their grains are pure and clean. 

At some of theexperiiiient stations the 
Jansen or hot water treatment has la-en 
practiced with favorable results and is 
re onimemlod to farmers. The two 
method* generally recommended are 
(I) soaking the s.r.l la minutes in water 
h. id at a temperature of I H:i-l3J degrees, 
tin n . lOOtteg with cold water; (/.') soak- 
ing five minutes in water of 186-188 de- 
grees und spreading out at once to dry. 
At the Vermont station the first method 

I* approved for smut in oata ,u this 
station It is moTUd thut soaking the 
seed oats in hot water appeared to ,„, 
prove the quality, aside from the de- 
struction of the smut. The l„,t water 
treatment, however, for smutty seed 
corn injured the vitality of the seed. 

In an address before a Manitoba farm- 
ers' meeting Hi. hard Wiiugh made the 
statement that there is nothing more cer- 
tain iu farming than that smut is pre- 
ventable. He called attention to the 
seven years' iuvestigatione of Dr. Bre- 
veld of Berlin. The doctor, after trying 
60 different ways to kill smut, finally de- 
cided that there is nothing better than' 
Milestone Ono or two cents' wort* W 



Milestone (not agricultural Milestone, 
but real sulphate of copper) will kill all 
the smut on a bushel of an ordinary 
sample of smutty wheat. He advised as 

"Do not mix it hy sprinkling iu a wag- 
on box, but put the dissolved Milestone 
ill a big tub, s. ak : he s. . d m it a minute 
or two. dripping it hack into the tub so 
as to save the solution from needloss 
waste. Kight bushels may be treated 
with one pound if not vory bad, but 
more Milestone is wanted if the smut is 
bad. The experimental farms and others 
have had clean wheat from badly smut- 
ted seed when properly treated. Just 
how bad tho seed may \ie before treat- 
ment we do not yet know. 

"Some farmers find smut after blue- 
stoning, but that comes very often from 
the tainted crop that grew on the land 
tho year before. What was shaken out 
of the crop produced volunteer plant* 
enough to taint the next crop. That can 
only he prevented hy summer fallowing 
after a smutty crop or growing a gretfV- 
crop of some sort. It is safe to say that 
a few years attention to Milestone will 
kill out smut just assun lv as strychnin- 
will kill rats if they eat it. One thinu 
bear in mind.

It Is pretty well know n the; the dairy 
row of the state of New York will dur- 
ing tho schhoii give Just alsmt 3,(HI0 
pounds of milk, which will imiko nlxmt 
125 pounds of butter or 1100 pounds of 
cheese. At the market prices for butter 
and cheese this will return to tho owner 
a gross income, of from fi'o to #10. Now, 
yon know just as well its I do that it 
takes just alsmt this |2« or $110 to sup- 
port this average cow .luting the year, 
and the. owner has the pleasure of milk- 
ing her 8 or 10 months for his trouble. 

Now, we shall not as a rule Bad the 
prnlitalileiind unprofitable cows in herds 
by themselves, but we shall tod them 
more or less mixed through every herd 
In the state. There are some that will 
probably contain a considerable number 
of those that are neither a profit or loss.

This bill provided that any county in 
the state wishing to build stono roads 
might do so by u two-thirds vote of the 
board of supervisors. Among the pro- 
visions of the bill aro tho following: 
Amount of bonds that can lie issued, 
SSSS\000 iu any ono county. Tho board 
has authority to employ an expert en- 
gineer to prepare plans and spooffications 
and Mparfiaa the work. One-third of 
the expense must be homo by the town- 
ship through which the road passes and 
two-thirds by the county at large. 

Cninti county was the first to take ad- 
vantage of the law. They first deter- 
mined on tho roads to macadaniixe, nnd 
then the engineer prepared the plans and 
spi . locutions, and bids were solicited for 
building the same, and the contracts let 
to the lowest responsible bidders, each 
contract embracing that portion of the 
road running through one township. In 
all thee were III miles built, being 10 feet 
ill width and Vi inches deep, and la'itig 
what is called the telforil-maciulaiit sys- 
tem, at an average cost of about f8,000 

In constructing the road we first grad- 
ed it carefully and formed gutters on 
each side with a fall sufficient to carry 
the water to tho nearest water course 
with sufficient crown given to tho road 
so that the water would easily run to the 
abutters. After tho road is thus graded 
to the width of the macadam 111 foot in
